Several  minor  defecrsvsere  found  on  inspection  in  certain  of 
the  Vessles,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Master  was  -drawn  with 
subsequent  improvement.

Hospital  Accommodation. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  wliiCh  ca  *es  of  plague,  cholera 
and  yellow  fever  occuring  at  the  Port,  will  be  transferred  by 
Ambulance  and  treated  at  the  Port  of  Liverpool  Hospital.  Cases 
of  Smallpox  and  other  Infectious  Diseases  will  be  removed  by 
Ambulance  and  treated  at  the  Chester  Isolation  Hospital. 
Arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Venereal 
Disease  among  sailors  have  been  made  with  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Chester. 

HYGIBH'IE  OF  SHIPS'  CHEWS.  Lack  of  cleanliness  was  observed  in 
forecastles,  messdecks,  water  closets,  to  which  the  attention  of 
the  master  was  drawn  with  subsequent  improvement. 

FOOD  liJSPSCTION.  No  action  required  to  be  taken. 


SHELL  FISH.  There  ard  Shell  Fish  beds  at  Parkgate,  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority.  These  beds  a re  not 
liable  to  pooution  by  sewage.
